Tho 
Great Northern is preparing to compete 
for buuineaa between San Francisco and 
Portland by inaugurating a fast steamer 
service between tho two ports, which 
will attempt to rival the speed by rail. 
For this purpose a new steamer la being 
built in which a speed of twenty-live 
knots on tho sumo lines as the North- 
west now operated by tho company on 
the lakes between Duluth and Buffalo.

To 
liow that a prophet is not without 
onor at home, her husband subscribed 
or two and a half-million dollars of the

LIMITED TO MORAL SUPPORT 


It is natural nnd desirable tlmt th 


Sympathy and support of this rojmbli 
ehouid bo cjctfliidod to the opproaee 
and downtrodden ol all countries, buti 
the case of the Christian Armenians wh 
liave BO long worn tlio galling yoke 
the barbarous Turk, and, if one-half t 
the traditions and of recent reports ai 
1 roe, are subjected to the most, inbuina 
treatment, it appears to be practical 
impossible for this country to do mor 
than extend its sympathy and inora 
support. 


The reason why this country is not i 


a position to take any decisive action i 
regard to Turkish outrages is plainly ei 
forth in an interview with 1'rivat 
Secretary Tliurber, who says: 


"I do not fico how the President ca 


take any Action in the matter. Simili 
questions hare been presented to hii 
before. This country occupies a peci 
liar position. There ia already a treat 
between the great European powers b 
which an alliance ia formed for the pur 
poeeof preventing inhumanity in Turke 
And other uncivilized countries of Eu 
rope. Ot this alliance the United Sid tee 
•F course, is not a member, and if thi 
government should attempt to inter/er 
in any way the nations forming th 
league would probably request us t 
mind our own business, aa they w 
able to take care of the matter them 
selves. The Armenians in this count 
ahould appeal to England or eotne othe 
nation forming this alliance to tak< 
some action to prevent n recurrence o 
finch massacre of their countrymei 
has recently taken place," • 


Mr. Thurber says that the Proeiden 


conld take no action anyway until hi 
had been officially notified of the out- 
rages. The only accounts he has had 
are from newspaper reports, and this ii 
not official informationr according to 
Tuurber. Tne private secretary save 
that for all the President knows these 
reports may be crossly exaggera ted. 


We are inclined to believe that tin in- 


vestigation, if honestly conducted, will 
show that there is entirely too mucl; 
truth in the reported outrages to be 
viewed with complacency by any one 
who la endowed with feelings of sym- 
pathy for suffering humanity, but it is 
nevertheless apparent that the protec- 
tion of the Armenians and punishment 
ol the Turks will necessarily have to be 
left to thoBo European nations which 
arc already bound by a treaty to per- 
form that duty. Any interference on 
the part of this government would evi- 
dently be resented by those powers as a 
piece of impertinence, and while, under 
those conditions wo could probably not 
accomplish anything that would be of 
benefit to the oppressed Armenians, we 
might easily succeed in doing more harm 
than good. 


Under these conditions the duty of 


Americans appears to bo limited to such 
expression through the press, from the 
pulpit and rostrum, and from public 
meetings, tbat notice will thereby be 
•erved upon theao powers that the free- 
men of this laud are looking to them for 
redress for awful crimes against human- 
ity and civilization which have been 
committed on territory undor their BUT. 
velian». The fact is that the eyes of 
Christian people throughout the world 
are Ibcod upon those nations, and they 
cannot fail to take snmmary action in 
this matter without forfeiting the rc- 
tpect of all civilization. 


A FJUC.NCH inventor residing in Chi- 


cago lisa contrived a new kind of armor 
for ship? which ho claims will revolu- 
tionise the building of war vessels. His 
armor ia presumed to be proof against 
any kind of projectiles now in nee. In- 
stead of pUtcs of tolid metal a foot or 
more thick, with their broad sides ex- 
posed to the enemy's fire, his ie built 
up of thin sheets bolted together, and 
their edges, and not their sides, exposed. 
They are arranged like the leaves of a 
cloeed book. One advantage claimed 
for the new armor is that it can be 
placed on the ship in small pieces, and 
if anr of it is found to be deiuciive, or 
becomes damaged, it can be replaced 
while the vessel is on the water; 
while with the armor now in use 
it 
is

ahip on the dry dock to make re- 
pftlrfl. 
This advantage might be of 


great value under certain circumstances, 
for ft war vessel ]000 miles from a 
friendly harbor would find it rather in- 
convenient .0 go to the dock for repairs. 
The government will soon give the new 
armor a test, and if it comes up to the 
high Btindard claimed for It, the, next 
thing will be for another inventor to 
make a gun that will shoot a hole in the 
ae* plates. The science of attack and 
defence keep pretty close pace. Neither 
ku gained a decided advantage over the 
other since^man learned that a shield of 
thiet rawhide would serve to ward off a 
blow from a club.

>on is aware of the fact that he baa not 
bad the experience as a lawyer to en- 
able him to fill that position as it should 
be filled.

Free 
education is strictly prohibited, and 
only such features as tho Turks de- 
sire are allowed to be in the school lya- 
tem. It ia forbidden to teach the Ar- 
menian language in them, and there ore 
several other euch restrictions. Fr— 
press and free speech are not allowi 
It seems to be the pursued policy of the 
Turks to crush and wipe out tho Arme- 
nian race, following are tbo resolu- 
tions, which were adopted unanimously 
by the assemblage on a rising vole:

Tlio uirriago is n poem. 
It is of tho 


pnrofit rococo stylo. Massive in tho low- 
er, part., tho panels of which are onia- 
moutcd with allegoric paintings, tho 
box is inclusively formed of looking 
glasses held together by a light frame- 
work of gilded wood. Everything is 
ffildod, from tlio Cupids which hold tho 
box to the chimerical figures which or- 
nament tho platform whoro the groom;

their labors ceased long ago. Tho board 
have offices in tho Masonic tomplo in 
Chicago, and several members who 
woro at tho head of diffurviife depart- 
ments from tho beginning of all prepa- 
rations for tho fair nro Ktill hard at 
work, with a number of clerks. At tho 
first meeting of tho lady managers the 
importance of awards was discussed and 
a resolution adopted for providing some 
recognition for the work accomplished 
by nicn and women who woro instru- 
mental in producing or perfecting any 
exhibit winch received on award. Mrs. 
Potter Palmar presented tho subject to 
a special committee- of congress in snob 
a convincing manner that thuy wero 
quickly enrolled on horside. In Decem- 
ber, 1893, tho resolution became a law 
and gavo to tho board of lady managers 
tho authority to present diplomas of 
honorable mention to designers, invent- 
ors and expert artisans who assisted in 
perfecting exhibits. This was done not 
solely for the reason that tho plan orig- 
inated with them, bnt because tho man- 
agement of their finances met with tho 
approval of tho secretary of tho treasu- 
ry. 
Tho principal idea of tho whole 


thing is to givo tho artisan hie duo and 
bestow upon him a deserved and appro- 
priate share of honor with tho manufac- 
turer, so that ho may have tho encour- 
agement and satisfaction of knowing 
that tho importance of his work was 
recognized and appreciated. That ho, 
in bis tnni, appreciates the gracious 
thoughlftdncRS of tho fair ladies is am- 
ply shown by the many grateful letters 
they have received in acknowledgment 
of their diplomas,
